ptrlorm'd by iFaignedHifiory of an Infant expofed, he knows not 
how, on an liland not inhabited •, where he was nurfed up by a Ga<^l 
(or kind of wild Dear) and coming afterwards to years of know- 
ledge, did by his fingle Ufc of Reafon and Experience f without any 
human converfe) attain the underftanding,Hrft of Common things, 
the neceflaries of human life i howtoihift among the Bcafts for his 
food,&c ; the ufe of cloaths, of weapons (to keep the beafts in order, 
who were before too hard for him •, ) then to the knowledge of Na- 
tural things, of Moral, of Divine, &c.
